In 2009, New York University reported to the New York County District Attorney's Office that an administrator in 
the Chemistry Department of the Faculty of Arts and Science stole approximately $400,000 through a fraudulent 
business expense scheme that the administrator carried out over the course of five years ending 2009 The
